Criticism is the order 
of the day. i i 

Criticism of the right type and with the. proper motive behind it has, 
of course, its place in the scheme of things. In fact, without it, there could 
be ‘little if any progress, but if it is to fill its appointed role in life; it must 
have behind it a sincere desire to promote betterment and must be dictated) 
by reason rather than swayed by blind passion.

The criticism which has, in re- 
cent years, been voiced freely at conventions, school board sessions, public 
meetings and during election campaigns in the home and on the street

One hears, on the one’ hand, that-the educational s\stem is too expen- 
sive and too extravagant. Oncthe other hand, governments and trustees 
are accused of parsimony. One day the people are told that, in effect, the 


ang day, that it is too far advanced for the requirements of present 
social conditions and requirements. 

As to methods, curricula, equipment .and text. books, criticisms are 
legion and\varied, so much so, in fact, that it would take a ponderous tome 
to even list them, ’ 

While it may be very difficult, and perhaps impossible to crystallize all 
these opinions and criticisms into some co-ordinate’ form which might 
enable them to be attacked and dealt with on a scientific basis, the exist-| 
ence of so much discussion: on such an important topic demonstrates, at 
least, that the dépression is having the beneficial effect of arousing a keener 
interest in a topic of vital interest to the future welfare of the country, be- 
cause it cannot be denied that the trend of education of the youth of today 
will largely determine the destiny of the nation tomorrow. 

Because of this it is highly important that there should be some uni- 
fication of majority. opinion on educational systems, methods ‘and trends. 

There are one or two things which should not be lost Sight of in this. 
welter of discussion Which. often, unfortunately, ranges around compara- 
tively trivial details. That is, the main purposes of educational systems, 
which might briefly be enunciated as the intention of developing a desirable 
type of citizen and of developing a citizen capable of fitting himself or her- 
self into the life of the community. Y 

This means the development of a race of people with character and 
ability to think and act for themselves. If this is borne in mind as the 

* chief objective of education, the great importance of the character and 
ability of the teacher becomes immediately apparent, a matter of far’ 
greater importance than the: method, the‘text book or the curriculum, of 
even. greater importancé than the. type of building -in’ which instruction is 
carried on or the equipment that is used in imparting information. 

The statement is not made with any intention of conveying an impres- 
sion that the schools of the west are not staffed with teachers of character 
and capacity.’ On the contrary, the standard of the teaching profession’ has 
improved very materially and rapidly for so young a country as the C 
dian west and teachers of the present day generally 
standard, 

But it should be pointed out that if more emphasis is laid 
character and ability of the teacher as an essential of the first importance 
the controversies over many other phases of the educational system would 
assume their rightful comparative values and would be relegated to the 
rear as questions of more or less minor consequence,

In years of crop failure, 
like the present, the government will 
hand back to the farmer. enough of 
his wheat, corh or cotton, or its equi- 
valent in cash, to give him 75 percent 
of ‘this normal yield: The advantage 


.of the plan is that the hardships of 


drouth years would be eliminated and 
the farmer would be assured of en- 
ough money to live on.and to buy at 
least part of his. necessary working 
equipment.. As pay day for farmers 
who raise these particular commodit- 
ies comes but once a year drouth dis- 
aster usually plunges the individual 
into a morass of debt from which it 
takes him years to extricate himself. 


The Origin of 
Hallowe’en 


‘Hallowe’en is the eve of All Hal- 
lows, or All Saints’? Day, and comes 
down from the last three festivals ob- 
served by the Druids. The Druids 
were a tribe of ancient days who 
were scattered over Northern Eur- 
ope, and their three great festivals 
occurred on May 1, the season for 
sowing; June 21, the time of ripening; 


- and October 31, the time for gather- 


ing in the harvest. 

On October 31, the Druid Priests 
met at their sacred altars, dressed in 
their white robes, to extinguish the 
fires and kindle new ones that were 
to insure good luck throughout the 
winter season, ‘This* ceremony was 
carried on amid much shouting and 
ceremony, and the homes were sup- 
posed to be protected so long as tthe 
fires were kept burning. 

With the spreading of Christianity 
this idea faded away, and gradually 
the serious nature of the ceremonies 
changed into our present mode of cel- 
ebration—funmaking:” © By and by, 
the simple-minded country folk be- 


_gan to believe that the fairies left 


their hiding places on that night and 
danced in the forests, while goblins 
and witches held sway over deserted 
‘ruins and dark ways. 

All these changes were very grad: 
lap and even as late at the 17th cen- 
tury, farmers would make a tour of 
their estates. on Hallowe’en, swinging 


songs, to protect’ their land from evil 


‘ during the winter.

squirrel, sparrow, ploughman and mil- 
lionaire—share the common bounty,

Farmers’ Problems Relieved 

In an _ interview granted to the 
press by the Hon. C. C. Ross, Minis- 
ter of Lands and Mines, he mention- 
ed the problems confronting the pur- 
chasers of’ School Lands, many of 
whom bought at a time when the fin- 
ancial returns from farm produce was 
very much in excess of. today’s prices, 

The Minister stated that since tak- 
ing charge of the Department he has 
been giving considerable thought ie 
the situation and having decided ‘Up-| 
on the necessity of granting some 
specific form of relief, action has been 
taken hy proclamation to reduce the 
interest: on the undue’ instalments of | 
the contracts from six per cent to 
four per cent, and interest on ar- | 
reats from seven per cent to five per 
cent. 

The Minister stated that the most 
outstanding part of the proclamation 
deals with the assistance that will be 
given to the purchasers who bought 
at the peak of prices and who find 
that through depletion of their re- 
sources, they are unable to comply 
with the terms of the contract. Such 
purchasers will have the right to. 
make application to the Registrar of 
The Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act for a compromise, and the Minis- | 
ter explained that the Department 
would write each. contract holder as 
to how the purchaser should proceed 
if he wishes to take advantage of the} 
legislation. 

‘Sales that have been cancelled since 
Sept. 30, 1980, may be reinstated if 
the land is available, amd such sett-

Year-Round Fire Prevention | 


Fire prevention week has come and gone, but fire hazards are still ex- 
tant. If; however, the lessons learned during the recent ‘fire prevention 
week's campaign are taken to heart and borne in mind, the risks of loss of 
life and property from this source should be minimized, in any event for 
a short time until memory withers. 

In a country like Western Canada, however, fire prevention week, should 
be every week the year round, so far as the individual is concerned, and 
certainly from October 1, when hard stoking commences, until about April 
7 when furnaces and stoves are extinguished for a short summer season. 

As indicated at the outset niemory soon lapses, and while impressions 
| of the importance of care and precaution in the: handling of fire may be 
vivid during the course of a public campaign, such as accompanies an 
event liké fire prevention week, they soon fade. Such campaigns serve a 
useful purpose temporarily, but whether they are effective permanently de- 
pends upon the receptiveness and retentiveness of the individual mind. 

Moreover, with fire, as with everything else, familiarity breeds con- 
tempt. The continuous use of fire in the home or store, day in and day 
out for 24 hours of the day is apt to result in relaxation of. precautionary 
measures against potential contingencies. This, coupled with increasing im- 
pairment and déclining efficiency of equipment:as the long winter months 
drag towards a close, combines to enhance the hazards of loss. from con- 
flagration. ' 5 Men Beton: 

These observations’ are inspired by the facts which statistics of Do- 
minion and provincial authorities and fire insurance companies and news- 
paper stories record. 

Despite the annual campaign which ‘is: carried on with much vigor and 
great publicity by these combined forces in an effort to instil precaution in 
the public mind, the fire demon continues to take a terrible toll of life and 
property in this Dominion. 

When it is reported that on the average, every day in the year one life 
is sacrificed and more than one person injured -by fire and $110,000 worth 
of property goes up in smoke in Canada, the phrase “terrible toll’ assumes 
{definite significance and gives graphic poitrayal to the adage which says 
that ‘fire is a good servant but a bad master.” 

A daily loss of property of $110,000 is equivalent to approximately 
$40,000,000 a year. The enormity of this sacrifice to the fire god can be 
better appreciated when it is pointed out that the figure is a close parallel 
to the Dominion government's contribution under relief legislation in each 
of the years 1931 and 1934, the two years in which federal expenditures for 
this purpose reached a peak since the depression started. In 1931 the fed- 
}eral government's relief bill amountd to $42,716,715 and in 1934 it was $36,- 
"| 930,144, according to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

In other words, the peop!e of Canada, on the one hand, are destroying 
annually $40,000,000 of. property.as a result of their carelessness in handling 
fire and on the other hand, are, in heaviest unemployment years, paying 
out approximately the same amount for relief of unemployment, through 
federal taxation channels, : 

Much concern has been shown and'‘ig being shown .over the large sums 
which the federal government has had to pay out in its efforts to grapple 
with the loss occasioned by unemployment and industrial and agricultural 
depression. Figures of expenditures for this purpose and articles dealing 
‘with various phases of the cost of unemployment and depression have been 
published almost daily. during the past few years, yet but little is heard of 
the equally heavy loss occasioned by fire, except once a year when the 
annual fire prevention campaign is in progress. 

And yet this heavy fire loss is more easy to cope with than the unem- 
ployment and reliéf problem. All that is required is the exercise of the 
same-eare-the year round as that which peop!e display :in the handling of 
fire during fire prevention week when the subject is fresh in their minds. 

It is not necessary to recapitulate here and now the lessons which have 
been taught during fire prevention week, the precautions which must be 
taken to ensure that loved ones will not be burned to death or maimed for 
life and to prevent the destruction of homes, barns or other buildings and 
furniture. If only people will train themselves to remember and practice. 
these precautions and to maintain vigilance the year round, this tremendous 
toll of life and property can be reduced almost to zero.

Ideals Of The League 


Hon. R. B. Bennett Voices Appeal) 

On Behalf Of League Support 

Hon. R. B. Bennett, Canadian Con- 
servative leader, told an Australian 
service club that the British Do- 
minions must support any . agency 
whereby the collective power of man- 
kind prevailed against those threat- 
ening annihilation of the civilized 
world. 

Mr. Bennett voiced a fervent ap- 
peal on behalf of the ideals of the 
League of Nations. ‘Because there 
has ‘been a failure to realize the 
fullest hopes for the League, we can- 
not discard it in its entirety,’’ Mr. 
Bennett said. ‘I refuse to believe 
Napoleon’s maxim that God is on the 
side of the heaviest battalions.” 

The former Canadian prime mini- 
ster said that while human nature’

Briand, the ideal remained. “Al- 


though the League lamentably failed 
to express punitive power against an 
offending nation, the world must try 
again.” He said that the British 
Dominions must support the League 
to this end.

The choicest 
of our nation laid down their lives 
on the fields of Flanders in British 
loyalty and Canada has no idea that), 
any other nation exercises suzerainty 
or provides its protection..
